Detour: Travel southbound on King Road or McLaughlin Avenue to Capitol 
Expressway on-ramp to southbound 101.   
 

 No left turn on Alvin Ave from westbound Tully Road until early summer 2012.  
 
Detour signs and Changeable Message Signs will be posted to assist motorists during 
this closure. Please drive cautiously and slow for the cone zone. Caltrans appreciates 
your patience as we improve California’s highways.
